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The  present  Student  Association  was  or- 
ganized in  1922  on  a plan  presented  to  the 
school  by  the  principal,  Dr.  Royal  B.  Farnum. 
While  it  is  not  precisely  a student  govern- 
ment, the  Association  has  many  of  the  func- 
tions of  such  an  organization  and  is  an 
integral  factor  in  student  life.  It  is  primarily 
an  agency  for  the  promotion  and  super- 
vision of  social  life  and  extra-curricular 
activities,  and  it  has  sole  control  of  the 
financial  affairs  involved  in  student  enter- 
prises. 

The  political  structure  of  the  Association 
consists  of  two  inter-related  units:  the 
Council  of  the  whole  and  the  Advisory 
Board.  The  Council  of  the  whole  is  the  en- 
tire membership  of  the  Association,  which 
includes  every  paid  member  in  the  school. 
The  legislative  power  Is  vested  In  this 
Council,  and  it  must  pass  on  all  amend- 
ments to  the  Association’s  constitution  and 
may  make  decisions  on  important  questions 
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affecting  the  policy  of  the  Association.  ,The 
executive  power  is  possessed  by  the  Ad- 
visory Board.  This  Board  includes  the 
Association  officers,  the  class  presidents, 
the  heads  of  the  various  student  organiza- 
tions, and  a faculty  committee.  It  has  the 
general  direction  of  all  student  activities. 
One  of  the  most  important  duties  of  the 
Association  is  the  administration  of  finances 
for  the  various  school  organizations.  The 
funds  received  annually  from  the  collec- 
tion of  membership  fees  are  budgeted  among 
the  different  classes  and  clubs.  Each  organ- 
ization is  credited  with  a specified  sum 
and  its  expenses  are  paid  from  this  amount 
by  the  Association  treasurer  as  requested 
by  the  organization’s  treasurer.  This  method 
centralizes  responsibility  and  simplifies  busi- 
ness relations  between  school  organizations 
and  outside  concerns.

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CONSTITUTION  AND 
BY-LAWS  OF  THE 
STUDENT  ASSOCIATION 
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ARTICLE  I — Name 

This  organization  shall  be  known  as  the 
Student  Association  of  the  Massachusetts 
School  of  Art. 

ARTICLE  II  — Purpose 

The  purpose  of  this  organization  shall  be  to 
represent  and  further  the  interests  of  the 
student  body  — to  encourage  self-govern- 
ment— to  promote  responsibility,  loyalty, 
school  spirit,  and  cooperation  between  stu- 
dent and  faculty. 

ARTICLE  III — Membership 

Section  1.  Membership  in  the  Student  Asso- 
ciation shall  be  open  to  all  registered  students. 
Section  2.  Faculty  members  may  have  the 
right  to  become  members  of  this  body. 

ARTICLE  IV  — Officers 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  the  Association 
shall  be  a president,  vice-president,  secretary, 
and  treasurer. 
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Section  2.  These  oFficers,  the  chairmen  of 
Standing  Committees,  the  presidents  of  the 
senior,  junior,  sophomore,  and  freshman 
classes,  together  with  three  faculty  members, 
shall  constitute  a Board  of  Directors. 

Section  3.  By  vote  of  the  President’s  advisory 
Council,  no  student  having  deficiency  ratings 
or  those  repeating  any  subject  shall  hold 
office  in  the  Association  or  any  school  organi- 
zation. Those  having  deficiency  ratings 
and  those  repeating  any  subject  shall  receive 
written  consent  from  the  Dean  and  approval 
of  the  President  before  serving  on  a commit- 
tee or  taking  part  In  any  school  activities 
such  as  plays,  pageants  or  concerts.  No 
student  shall  hold  more  than  one  office  at 
any  one  time. 

Section  4.  Presidents  and  chairmen  of  all 
school  organizations  shall  report  the  names 
of  all  officers  and  committees  to  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  School  on  the  day  following  an 
election  or  appointment. 

ARTICLE  V — Meetings 

Regular  meetings  of  the  Association  shall  be 
held  the  first  Wednesday  of  each  month. 
The  April  Meeting  of  the  Association  shall 
be  the  annual  meeting. 

ARTICLE  VI  — Amendments 

The  constitution  may  be  amended  at  the 
annual  meeting  by  a two-thirds  vote  of  the 
members  present  and  voting  provided  (1) 
the  proposed  amendment  has  first  been  pre- 
sented to  and  approved  by  the  Board  of 
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Directors  and  the  President  of  the  School 
and  (2)  that  the  proposed  amendment  is 
written  and  posted  for  two  Weeks  for  the 
consideration  of  the  student  body  before 
being  voted  upon.  Ratification  of  an  amend- 
ment must  be  by  a ballot/  on  which  the 
amendment  is  printed  In  full. 

By-  LAWS 


ARTICLE  1 — Board  of  Directors 

Section  1.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  have 
control  and  management  of  the  affairS/  funds, 
and  properties  of  the  Association. 

Section  2.  The  Board  of  Directors  may  have 
the  power  to  elect  a candidate  to  fill  vacan- 
cies occurring  In  its  own  body,  except  In  the 
case  of  class  presidents.  The  class  vice-presi- 
dent shall  act  as  representative  of  said  class 
until  such  time  as  a president  may  be  elected. 

Section  3.  There  shall  be  an  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  the  Board  of  Directors  consisting  of 
the  president,  vice-president,  secretary,  treas- 
urer, and  one  faculty  member  to  act  in  emer- 
gencies. 

ARTICLE  II  — Duties  of  Officers 

Section  1.  President.  The  President  shall 
preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Association  and 
Board  of  Directors.  The  president  shall  sign 
all  contracts  and  obligations  of  the  Associa- 
tion recommended  by  the  Board  of  Directors 
and  passed  by  the  Finance  Committee.  The 
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president  shall  act  as  chairman  of  a committee 
for  the  Christmas  Festival  and  shall  be  a 
member  ex-officio  of  all  committees. 

Section  2.  Vice-President.  The  Vice-Presi- 
dent shall  perform  the  duties  of  the  president 
in  his  absence.  The  vice-president  shall  be 
editor  of  the  Student  Association  Handbook 
and  shall  act  as  chairman  of  a committee  for 
the  Annual  Student  Association  Outing. 

Section  3.  Secretary.  The  secretary  shall 

keep  a record  of  all  proceedings  of  the  Asso- 
ciation and  the  Board  of  Directors.  He  shall 
render  a report  at  the  regular  monthly  meet- 
ings and  at  the  Annual  Meeting.  The  secre- 
tary shall  attend  to  all  correspondence  and 
shall  post  a notice  of  meetings  at  least  three 
days  in  advance.  In  June  of  each  year  the 
secretary  shall  deposit  his  books  with  the 
school  book-keeper. 

Section  4.  Treasurer.  The  treasurer  shall 

keep  the  membership  roll  of  the  Association. 
He  shall  receive  all  funds  and  shall  pay  all 
bills  of  the  Association  when  duly  approved 
by  the  Board  of  Directors,  signed  by  the  presi- 
dent and  chairman  of  Finance.  He  shall  keep 
an  accurate  account  of  all  receipts  and  dis- 
bursements as  authorized,  with  vouchers  for 
same,  and  shall  render  a report  at  the  regular 
monthly  meetings  and  at  the  Annual  Meeting. 
In  June  of  each  year  the  treasurer  shall 

deposit  his  books  and  vouchers  with  the 

school  book-keeper. 

Section  5.  Faculty  Members.  The  three  fac- 
ulty members  shall  attend  all  meetings  of 
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the  Board  of  Directors  and  Student  Associa- 
tion. They  shall  be  authorized  to  vote.  These 
members  together  with  the  President  of  the 
School  shall  constitute  a committee  having 
the  power  of  veto  for  any  action  or  transac- 
tion which  in  their  estimation  is  not  for  the 
best  interests  of  the  school. 

ARTICLE  Hi — Meetings 

Section  1.  The  Association  shall  have  charge 
of  at  least  one  assembly  each  month. 

Section  2.  The  Annual  Meeting  shall  be  held 
in  April. 

Section  3.  A meeting  of  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors shall  be  called  by  the  president  the 
second  Wednesday  in  October,  at  which  time 
requests  for  appropriations  will  be  heard. 
Any  matter  which  should  come  before  the 
Board  of  Directors  for  consideration  may  be 
presented  through  an  authorized  representa- 
tive of  any  school  organization. 

Section  4.  The  regular  meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Directors  shall  be  held  at  3:10.  This 
meeting  shall  take  place  on  a definite  day 
each  month,  such  day  to  be  designated  by  the 
president  of  the  Student  Association. 

Section  5.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  at 
the  discretion  of  the  president  and  faculty 
members. 

ARTICLE  IV  — Elections 

Section  1.  At  the  annual  meeting  the  Presi- 
dent, vice-president,  secretary,  treasurer, 
chairman  of  finance,  and  one  faculty  member 
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shall  be  elected  by  ballot.  One  faculty  mem- 
ber and  an  auditor  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
President  of  the  School.  Officers  shall  be 
chosen  as  follows: 

President  from  the  Junior  Class. 
Vice-President  from  the  Sophomore  Class 
Secretary  from  any  class 
Treasurer  from  the  Freshman  or  Sopho- 
more Class 

Chairman  of  Finance  from  the  Junior 
Class 

Section  2.  Class  officers  shall  be  elected  at  a 
time  appointed  by  the  Student  Association, 
with  the  approval  of  the  administration. 
Seniors  shall  elect  the  editor  of  the  Yearbook 
within  the  first  two  weeks  of  school. 

Section  3.  Names  of  candidates  eligible  for 
office  in  the  Association  and  having  the  en- 
dorsement of  twenty-five  signatures  will  be 
considered  by  the  nominating  committee.  These 
names  may  be  presented  to  the  committee  with- 
in two  weeks,  after  which  nominations  will  be 
closed.  At  a meeting  immediately  following 
the  nominating  period,  the  committee  will 
prepare  the  ballot. 

ARTICLE  V — Committees 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  the  following  stand- 
ing committees:  Membership,  Nominating, 
Assemblies,  Finance. 

Section  2.  The  membership  committee  shall 
consist  of  four  members,  one  to  be  chosen 
from  each  class.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this 
committee  to  arouse  interest  in  the  work  of 
the  Association,  and  to  secure  100%  mem- 
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bership  within  the  allotted  time.  (See  Article 
VI,  Section  3.) 

Section  3.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  serve 
as  a nominating  committee.  It  shall  prepare 
a printed  ballot  of  officers  to  be  elected  and 
shall  present  It  to  be  voted  upon  at  the  Annual 
Meeting. 

Section  4.  The  president  of  the  Association 
shall  act  as  chairman  of  the  Assemblies  Com- 
mittee, shall  conduct  the  business  and  arrange 
the  programs  for  the  assemblies  assigned  to 
the  Student  Association.  He  may  appoint 
his  own  committee. 

Section  5.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  con- 
sist of  three  members:  a senior,  the  treasurer, 
and  the  faculty  member  appointed  by  the 
President  of  the  School.  It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Chairman  of  Finance  to  secure  the 
approval  of  the  Board  of  Directors  and  the 
signature  of  the  president  on  all  proposed 
expenditures  and  bills  before  payment  by  the 
treasurer.  The  Chairman  of  Finance  may  in 
an  emergency  issue  an  order  to  the  treasurer 
for  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $5.00.  Such 
an  order  may  be  given  once  only  to  the  same 
person,  who  must  be  endorsed  by  a faculty 
member  and  officially  connected  with  a 
school  activity  which  has  been  granted  an 
appropriation.  Vouchers  for  the  expenditures 
for  same  must  be  returned  to  the  treasurer. 

ARTICLE  VI  — Dues 

Section  1.  Dues  shall  be  eight  ($8.00)  dol- 
lars annually  for  all  students. 
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Section  2.  Dues  shall  be  four  ($4.00)  dollars 
annually  for  all  faculty  desirins  to  become 
members  of  the  Association. 

Section  3.  Any  student  who  withdraws  from 
school  during  a given  year  loses  all  privileges 
of  membership  in  the  Student  Association.  If 
a refund  is  requested,  it  will  be  made  on  a pro- 
rated basis.  This  request  must  be  in  writing  to 
the  treasurer  of  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  VII— Tickets 

Section  1.  Payment  of  dues  entitles  the  stu- 
dent to  a membership  book.  The  tickets 
from  this  are  to  be  presented  for  admittance 
to  all  school  functions. 

Section  2.  If  a membership  book  is  lost  a 
new  one  may  be  obtained  from  the  treasurer 
upon  payment  of  twenty-five  cents. 

Section  3.  Membership  tickets  or  cards  are 
not  transferable.  Loss  of  membership  will 
result  in  such  cases. 

ARTICLE  VIII— Funds 

Section  1.  Classes  shall  receive  sums  of: 

$150  to  Senior  Class 
$50  to  Juniors 
$50  to  Sophomores 
$50  to  Freshmen 

Each  class  fund  will  be  computed  on  the 
basis  of  the  Percentage  of  the  class  who  are 
members  of  the  Student  Association.  A 
class  having  100%  membership  will  receive 
100%  of  its  allotted  fund. 

Section  2.  The  Reserve  Fund  shall  be  drawn 
upon  only  in  extreme  emergencies  and  ac- 


cording  to  the  regular  procedure.  (The  Re- 
serve Fund  is  included  in  the  Social  and 
Miscellaneous  Funds.) 

Section  3.  No  person  shall  incur  any  debt 
whatsoever  in  the  name  of  the  Association 
without  having  first  secured  the  approval  of 
the  Finance  Committee.  Anyone  disregard- 
ing this  by-law  shall  be  held  personally 
responsible  for  the  amount  of  the  debt  in- 
curred. 

Section  4.  Money  left  in  the  budget  of  the 
Freshman,  Sophomore  and  Junior  Classes  at 
the  end  of  the  school  year  shall  be  carried 
over  and  credited  to  said  class  for  the  ensuing 
year.  Money  left  over  by  the  Senior  Class 
shall  revert  to  the  Association  Treasury. 
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The  Massachusetts  School  of  Art  Is  a pro- 
fessional shcool  on  a college  level.  It  is  the 
desire  of  the  administration  to  have  as  few 
rules  as  possible  and  still  maintain  the  high 
educational  standards  rigthly  expected  of  a 
degree  granting  institution. 

Students  are  expected  to  have  a serious  attitude 
toward  their  work.  The  desire  to  become 
a successful  creative  individual  in  the  pro- 
fessional art  field  should  be  manifested  by  the 
student  reporting  to  class  on  time  and  remaining 
for  the  entire  period  scheduled  on  the  program. 
It  is  inevitable  that  irregular  class  attendance 
will  be  reflected  in  the  achievement  of  a stu- 
dent. A quality  point  average  of  2 must  be 
maintained  for  promotion  and  graduation. 
Students  must  accept  responsibility  in  clearing 
deficiencies,  under  the  guidance  of  the  In- 
structor concerned,  and  within  the  prescribed 
time.  Repeated  tardiness,  irregular  attendance 
or  unsatisfactory  work  will  make  necessary  the 
student’s  withdrawing  from  school. 

Due  to  the  nature  of  the  school  work,  there 
are  no  "cuts”  allowed  as  in  some  other  higher 
institutions  of  learning.  If  it  is  necessary  for  a 
student  to  be  absent,  the  student  should  consult 
the  dean  who  will  give  guidance  for  the  proper 
procedure  to  be  followed. 
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All  students  must  keep  their  materials  and 
clothing  in  their  own  lockers.  Lockers  must  be 
kept  locked.  The  school  will  not  be  re- 
sponsible for  the  loss  of  clothing,  money  or 
other  valuables. 

Because  the  office  telephones  are  for  official 
use  only,  students  should  not  ask  to  have 
personal  messages  sent  here  for  them.  All 
personal  mail  should  be  sent  to  the  student’s 
home  and  not  to  the  school. 

The  cooperation  of  each  student  is  sought  in 
keeping  every  part  of  the  building  clean  and 
attractive. 

Bulletin  boards  have  posted  on  them  infor- 
mation of  importance  and  interest  to  students. 
On  the  board  outside  the  Dean’s  office  will 
be  posted  official  notices  to  students.  On  the 
bulletin  board  on  the  A floor  will  be  current 
information  pertaining  to  student  activities. 
Students  should  consult  these  boards  daily. 
Every  student  is  free  to  take  advantage  of  the 
friendly  guidance  offered  him.  Whether  his 
problems  be  academic,  social  or  personal,  the 
administrative  officers  are  prepared  to  give 
sympathetic  counseling.

Circulation  of  Books  and  Plates 

Books  from  the  Shelves,  or  from  the  “Circu- 
lation Room”  in  the  South  wing  of  the  building, 
distinguished  by  a card  and  book  pocket  at  the 
back  of  the  book,  may  circulate  for  one  week 
and  may  be  charged  at  the  Librarian’s  desk  by 
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the  student.  If  not  in  demand,  the  book  may 
be  renewed  for  one  week  additional.  Because 
the  Library  does  not  duplicate  books,  the  time 
and  number  of  books  allowed  one  student  is 
limited  at  the  discretion  of  the  Librarian. 

Plates  and  Clippinss 

Plates  and  clippings  from  the  Information  File 
may  be  borrowed  freely  by  signing  for  them 
on  the  individual  Student  Reference  cards  in 
the  black  box  on  the  Librarian’s  desk.  When 
returned  to  the  desk,  this  material  will  be  dis- 
charged by  the  Librarian  while  the  student 
waits.  Care  should  be  taken  by  the  student 
to  keep  all  such  material  clean  and  whole. 

Masazines 

Magazines  do  not  leave  the  Library  except  by 
special  permission.  Back  numbers  may  be 
consulted  by  asking  for  them  at  the  desk. 

Reference  Books 

At  one  time,  before  there  was  a recognized 
library  in  our  school,  such  books  as  the  school 
owned  were  all  marked  “Ref”  or  simply  “R” 
which  meant  that  they  did  not  circulate  under 
any  circumstances.  With  the  granting  of  the 
Degree,  books  were  added  and  our  library 
became  an  established  part  of  the  School.^  For 
this  reason  today  this  restriction  as  to  “Ref” 
and  “R”  may  be  lifted  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Librarian  or  at  the  request  of  an  Instructor. 
ASK  ALWAYS  about  material  marked  in  this 
manner. 

Books  on  ANATOMY  and  HISTORIC 
COSTUME  do  not  leave  the  Library. 


Juvenile  books  are  kept  in  a special  collection, 
marked  “Children’s  Literature’’,  and  may  be 
borrowed  by  asking  at  the  Librarian’s  desk. 

Overdue  Notices 

For  “Overdue’’  material,  students  will  be  sent 
for  personally  by  the  Librarian.  There  are  no 
fines,  but  for  this  very  reason,  students  are 
expected  to  be  prompt  and  considerate  in  re- 
turning material.  Carelessness  may  result  in  the 
loss  of  Library  privileges.  UNDER  NO 
CIRCUMSTANCES  should  books  or  other 
material  be  taken  from  the  library  without 
charging  at  the  desk. 

Reserve  Books 

Reserve  books  are  taken  from  the  shelves  and 
placed  between  book-ends  on  a table  at  an 
Instructor’s  request.  These  books  are  restricted 
for  the  use  of  a particular  group,  and  cannot 
be  borrowed  by  the  school  at  large.  They 
may  be  borrowed  by  members  of  the  group 
over  night  and  returned  promptly  by  9:00  a.m. 
the  next  morning,  having  been  signed  for  as 
usual  at  the  desk.  Books  may  be  reserved  in 
advance  by  applying  to  the  Librarian.  Such 
books  should  not  be  taken  if  a student  is  not 
to  be  in  school  the  next  day,  nor  should  the 
books  be  passed  from  one  student  to  another. 
The  library  is  a carefully  selected  source  of 
information  for  you.  If  you  do  not  find  what 
you  want,  ASK  AT  THE  DESK.
